Cleansing. 


The Department is responsible for the collection and 
disposal of Refuse and I am wicised to report that during the 
year the labour difficultics appear to have been overcome to a 
great extent. Onc must however, boar in mind, that it is 
becoming more difficult to gct the “right type" of man for this 
work = hence my remarks as to conversions in the preceding 
section, 


It is pleasing to record that during the year it 
became possible to revert to a weekly collection of Dustbins and 
Sanitary Pails. 


The collection is carried out by motor vehicles and, 
taking into consideration their age, the vehicles have given 
good service, At the present time the following transport is 
used by the Department: -

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HOUSING. 


General Inspections, 


Work commenced on the Survey of Rural Dwellings has 
continued and at the close of the year was almost completed, 
A great amount of clerical work requires to be done before 
this task is finally complete, In view of the very acute 
housing shortage one hesitates to say, at the present stage, 
how many existing houses should be demolished but when the 
situation becomes easier, the Council will be furnished with 
a complete list of such. 


Inspections under this heading amounted to 345 
excluding any inspections under other Acts. 


Overcrowding, 


Overcrowding is definitcly on the increase at the 
present time due to a well known combination of circumstances 
and Une looks forward to the time when something can be done 
to abate the same. 


Housing Schemes, 


At the close of the year the folowing was the 
position: - 


Work on roads and sewers was nearing completion in 
the Parishes of Mobberley and Partington seady for the 
erection of 14 and 16 temporary heuces which had been 
delivered and were being assevled,. 


The work of erecting 10 permanent houses in Dunham 
Massey was in progress, one having been completed. 


Also work was commenced on the construction of 
roads and sewers in the Parishes of Mere and Peover Superior 
in connection with the crection of 12 and 10 permanent houses 
respectively.

Due to arrangements for centralised slaughtering, 
there is practically no meat inspection carried out by the 
Sanitary Inspoctor, 


Rodent Control. 


This work is carried out by the Health Department 
staff at non-agricultural proportics and the methods employed 
are those recommended by the Ministry of Food. Results have, 
go tar, been. very gratifying. 


It is interesting t> rote that during the year a 
10% test was carried out on v1.2 Council's sewers and the 
result was completely negative, 
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
